The drug screening test is 
taken by all city employees and 
though it is not a requirement 
to rùn fór political office, city 
officials take thé test. ‘There is 
nothing in the city charter that 
states an elected officials must 
drug test. 

ing to City, Manager 
Ken Schenck the test is taken 
for the purpoge of providing in- 
surance for the city officials 
and has always been taken by 
them. 

Duríng a previous commis- 
sion meeting a resident asked 
Mayor Davis why he had been 


in office for over a year and had 
not taken the test. 

He responded by saying he 
had forgotten to take the test 
but would be more than glad to 
take the drug test. 

Sinée the drug test is not in 
the city charter, city officials do 
have the option of refusing to 
take the test if they did not 
want thé benefit.of city insur- 
ance. Mr. Schentk said no one 
had ever refused to take the 
test and it has never been an is- 
sue before. 

In checking with other mu- 
nicipalities in the Glades, Pa- 
hokee is the only city in which 
city officials take the drug 
screening test. 

In other “business, 'commis- 
sioners have concluded they 
will not allow barbed wire to be

: - Hurricane season has begun -

It’s hard to believe that the 
1999 hurricane season is just 
around the corner, The season 
officially begins on June-1 and 
runs for six months, concluding 
just after Thanksgiving. 

Most experts believe 1999 
will be another busy year in the” 
tropics. Dr. William Gray, the 


seasonal hurricane forecaster - 


from Colorado State Universi- 
ty, predicts 14 named storms 
may form this summer. 

That is the same number of 
storms we saw last year. Of 
those 14, 10 matured into hur- 
ricanes while three, Bonnie, 
Georges and Mitch, developed 
into major hurricanes. Seven 
tropical cyclones struck the 
United States. Florida was hit 
by three hurricanes in 1998. 

Still, something good did 
come out of the 1998 season of 
storms: knowledge about hurri- 
canes. With so many storms to 
study, scientists and re- 
searchers have been learning a 
lot more about the most power- 
ful storm on earth. 

"The 1995 season was very ac- 
tive, too and gave scientists 
more chances to study these 
huge storms. Take Hurricane 
Opal, for example: A study by: 
the Department of 'Enyiron- 
mental Protection reveals that _ 
more homes and businesses ` 
were damaged or destroyed by 
the storm surge from Opal 


than by all other coastal storms -~ 


in Florida combined since 1975. 
“Opal’s damage resulting 


* from coastal flooding and ero- 


sion exceeded that of Hurri- 
cane Andrew, Hi ie Eloise 
and other se rma in re- 
cerit years," the report said. 
Opal, packing winds of 150

“It shows that people, have 
got the message when the 
storm is immediately ower- 
head,” Wasley said. “but, 
they're not aware of the haz- 
‘ards after the storm has 
passed.” 

The CDC study recommends 
that emergency safety officials 
focus public warnings on the 
dangers before, during and af- 
ter hurricanes. 

At times last year, it seemed 
like thé-hurricane season was 
never going to end. Ironically, 
so inany storms may have been 
good for us. The more we know 
about these monsters, the bet- 
ter we'll be.

At the Oceanview Hospital ER, Bill was hav- 
ing another hectic day as the triage nurse. He 
spotted Skip walking in with the bloody towel, 
and motioned him on over to the triage desk. 

“What gotcha?” 

“Piece of wood nailed me in the chin,” Skip 
said calmly, 

"Let me.take a pegk....Oh, nice ong!” Bill 
could see that Skip was not amused, and so he 


took a more serious tack. "Well, the bleeding 
has stopped, but you'll need a few stitches. It's 
a pretty busy place this afternoon, but I'll get 
you back there as soon as I can. Did you hurt 
anything else, or do you have any other prob- 
lems?” 

Skip just shook his head: Bill finished taking 
Skip’s vital signs. 

After 35 minutes, Skip heard his name and 
lóoked up. Bill was motioning for him, so he fol- 
lowed the nurse into the ER and sat on a 
stretcher. 3 

"The doctor will be here pretty soon, Skip." 

Skip heard the bustling outside his room. He 
heard moaning from a few feet away, and the 
crying of a baby from down the hall. He saw 
several people in hospital scrubs hurry past his 
doorway. Another 30 minutes passed. 

Emergency physician Tammy Cortez popped 
into the room. 

“Hi, I'm Dr. Cortez: Let me take a look at 
that.” 

As Cortez inspected the wound, she also felt 
the rest.of Skip's face, determining whether 
there were any tender or deformed bones. Then 
she looked inside his lips and mouth, and felt 
several teeth. 

“Well, everything else seems to be OK, Skip. 
Tl get our PA to sew you up; you should do just 
fine." 

Michele, the Physician Assistant on duty this 
day, was in Skip's room within moments. After 
introductions, she again probed Skip's face, 
mouth, and neck, satisfying herself that; this 
was an isolated injury. 

"Let's get you fixed-up, Skip." 


As Michele put on her sterile gloves, she 
noticed a perplexed look on Skip's face. 
"What's a PA?"

medical training after college, and are licensed 
by the state. We work under the supervision of 
a licensed physician." Michele was cleaning the 
wound and the surrounding skin with Betadine 
solution. “We do many of the same evaluations 
and treatments as our supervising physicians, 
and we do a lot of the wound care here in the 
ER.” 

“So, you've done this before?” Skip said ner- 
vously, 

“Hundreds of times, Skip. The PA’s probably 
do more of the sewing here-at least of the 
uncomplicated lacerations- than the physicians 
do, because it takes so much time. The doc can 
spend her time with the guy having a heart 
attack.” 

Michele sounded confident, so Skip relaxed 
and closed his eyes. 

RA lidocaine will sting a bit." Michele guid- 

ed the needle carry the numbing medication 
alongside the wound edges. "There. Now you 
won't feel anymore of this." 

As Michele carefully placed one suture after 
the next on Skip's chin, Skip peered up from 
under the sterile towel.

According to the book, Tufts University research compared 
women who followed identical diet plans. One group also partici- 
pated in a strength-training plan. The women in the strength- 
training plan lost 44 percent mére weight than the group that. 
tried'to lose weight through dieting alone. 

When womed go on low-calorie diets, they often lose muscle and 

bone instead of fat, Ms. Nelson states. A low-calorie or “starva- 
tion" diet causes the metabolism to go into "famine" mode. This 
makes it very difficult to lose weight and'even harder to actually 
lose fat. 

When women diet, at least 25 to 30 percent of the weight they 
lose is water, muscle, bone and other lean tissue, according to her 
studies. This is true no matter how much protein and calcium 
their food plan includes. And the faster they lose the weight, the 
larger. proportion:that isn't fat, she states. 


Women who consume a balanced, healthy diet and exercise 
build muscle. This causes the body to burn fat in order to build 
muscle. ? 

Since it takes more calories to maintain muscle than it does to 
maintain fat, if you build muscle you can also re food with- 
out gaining weight. Gaining muscle can that while the 
scale may not indicate any total weight loss, you "slim down" 
physically. Muscle is more compact and heavier than fat. Women 
on stréngth training programs report losing dress sizes rather 
than pounds. 

A University of Michigan study showed women could preserve 
muscle while losing weight if théy participate in a strength train. 
ing program. 

Strength training helps lower cholesterol levels and blood pres- 
sure, the study showed. 

It also helps combat osteoporosis. : 

Ms. Nelson, offers five simple rules to minimize hunger and 
imaximize energy: 

* Eat at least three meals a day. 

* Include at least three foód groups at every meal. 

* Go for a rainbow of fruits and vegetables. 

* Select whole grains. 

* Drink plenty of fluids. 

She also advises dieters to consult "the BEES checklist" before 
reaching for food. Ask yourself: 

* When did I last eat? If your last Bal was less than three 
hours ago, you probably don’t need to eat again.

Sept. 25-Sept. 29 and regular 
duck and coot season” will be 
Nov: 20-Jan. 19.'Rail and com- 
mon moorhen season will, be 
Sept. l-Nov. 9. Snipe season 
will: be: Nov. 1-Feb.’ 15. 
Woodcock season will be Dec. 
18-Jan. 16 and crow season will 
be Nov. 13-Jan. 23 and May 13- 
Nov.5.

established a Nov. *20-Jan. 28 
Canada goose season for Lake

The 56-year old GFC will 
cease to exist on July.1 whén 
the new Fish and Wildlife 
"Consetvation Comntission will 
take over as the state’s primary 
wildlife agency.
